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A joint venture between UW-Stout and private industry 
is now under way, with the promise of creating hund- 
reds of jobs in central Wisconsin. 

The Case IH project, finalized last fall, calls for up to 
20 staff members, eight graduate students and 40 
undergraduate students during the duration of the pro- 
ject to help the firm consolidate manufacturing of all 
heavy equipment at its plant in Wausau. 

"The project will establish Stout's credibility as a uni- 
versity that can really provide assistance to manufactur- 
ing in the state," said John Entorf, associate dean of 
the School of Industry and Technology. 

Stout representatives, who have been working on the 
project throughout the year and will continue to do so 
for the next two years, will help Case IH move six new 
product lines from out of state to the Wausau plant. 

Larry Schneider, director of Stout's applied 
technology program and Case IH project director, 
works at the plant in Wausau Mondays through 
Thursdays and returns to Stout on Fridays. He is 
pleased with progress made. "The Case people are 
impressed with the work the Stout team has done and 
the Stout people are happy to have this opportunity," 
he said. 

Staff members and students have been assisting Case 
IH in plant layout, design and layout of assembly 
operations, material analysis, inventory control, in- 
stallation and streamlining of flexible machine cells, and 
automating process plans and standards for all new 
products, Entorf said. 

Schneider said staff members working with Case IH 
have been involved in special projects, including 
manufacturing simulation; implementation of "just-in- 
time" manufacturing, which improves efficiency by 
decreasing inventory; and supervising training. 

Entorf said the project benefits the university by 
drawing together resources from throughout the 
institution. 



For Case IH, the project is supplying the plant with 
the needed assistance it may not have been able to get 
in other ways. 

Case IH required considerable financial assistance but 
requests for funding through the state's Technology 
Development Fund and Quick Start Fund were turned 
down. 

At Stout's request, $392,300 from the UW System 
employee benefit account was used to fund the first 
year. Funding proposals for the next two years are 
being developed. 

Not only did Case IH get financial assistance from 
Stout, it also received engineering assistance from what 
some consider to be one of the best sources in the 
state. 

Schneider said Stout is unique in that it is able to 
provide help in all aspects of the manufacturing 
process. 

As a result, Case IH will have improved manufactur- 
ing techniques, hundreds of new jobs will be created in 
the Wausau area and Stout students will profit through 
the practical experience. Some of these students are 
earning up to six credits per term under Stout's 
cooperative education program, alternating semesters 
between the plant and the classroom. 

This joint effort has drawn praise, along with a call 
for similar efforts. Susan Trebach of the Milwaukee 
Sentinel said, "What remains is for Stout and Case IH 
personnel to prove that this public-private marriage can 
work, and that the Wisconsin economy will be better 
for it." 

State Rep. Richard Shoemaker, D-Menomonie, said, 
"The state can and will work with companies 
committed to Wisconsin. Stout and other segments of 
the university system have a wealth of expertise which 
can and should be used to help industries be produc- 
tive and profitable."D

Magnificent foliage 

continues through 

summer and fall 




Each spring the Stout campus 
comes alive with beautiful flowers 
and plantings. And as the season 
progresses to summer and early fall, 
magnificent foliage can continue to 
be seen throughout the university's 
120 acres. 

All of this is the result of careful 
planning and hard work during the 
past few years by those who tend 
university grounds. 

Marilyn Sample, grounds super- 
visor, said numerous flower beds 
have been added to the campus. 
Those beds increased from about 
2,400 square feet in 1981 to 8,750 
square feet last year. Sample also 
said by using a combination of 
flower types such as spring and 
flowering bulbs, annuals and peren- 
nials a continuous display of color 
can be seen in beds throughout the 
growing season. 

"Of particular interest to plant 
connoisseurs' are certain of the 
many perennials donated by an 
alumnus, the late Wilmer Flory," 
Sample said. "Mr. Flory was a 
perennial enthusiast who hybrid- 
ized a number of plants including 
hostas and daylillies. He also 
donated a great number of daf- 
fodils, peonies, Siberian iris and 
primrose." She added that these 
donations have been incorporated 
into a number of flower and shrub 
beds, including large triangular 



flower beds at the north side of the 
Applied Arts building and northeast 
of the Home Economics Building. 

Sample said that the plantings are 
-part of the overall effort to improve 
the appearance of the campus. An- 
other aspect of that effort is a Dutch 
elm abatement program in which 
more than 100 elm trees have been 
treated to prevent the spread of 
disease. "The success rate has been 
good, with only four loses due to 
disease," Sample said. In addition, 
about 100 new trees have been 
planted during the past five years to 
replace those that may eventually 
be lost. Species range from 
Kentucky coffee to hickory to 
gingko and from Swiss stone pine 
to white spruce to European larch, 
Sample said. 

During the same time, numerous 
shrub plantings have been installed, 
some of them funded by students 
living in the residence halls. 

Sample and staff members of the 
grounds maintenance department 
have improved maintenance of 
trees, shrubs and lawns on campus 
by upgrading equipment and pro- 
viding additional training for per- 
sonnel. "Operating efficiency has 
greatly improved," Sample said. 
"Consequently, more time has been 
available for improving normal 
maintenance practices. "□

Marilyn Sample studied horticul- 
ture, but her work consists of much 
more than arranging flowers. Her 
job includes landscaping, maintain- 
ing turf, caring for trees, removing 
snow and developing temporary 
parking lots. Sample is not an aver- 
age horticulture grad. She is the 
grounds supervisor at UW-Stout. 

Sample, who earned a bachelor's 
degree in agriculture with a spe- 
cialty in ornamental horticulture 
from UW-Madison, is the only 
female grounds supervisor in the 
UW System. 

"Normally if women are in horti- 
culture, they're in garden centers or 
they're arranging flowers or work- 
ing in greenhouses," she said. "It's 
geared that way in school." 

Although Sample was lured into 
horticulture by the more traditional 
aspects of the field— she became in- 
terested from experiences in garden- 
ing and caring for houseplants— she 
said she was always hoping to use 
her skills a bit differently. 

"I guess I had in the back of my 
mind a job similar to what I have 
now," she said. "Where I could do 
a variety of things from designing 
to actually getting outdoors and 
planting." 

This unique use of an agricultural 
education is a fairly recent trend. 
Sample said because of an increas- 
ing level of expertise expected in 
groundskeeping, more and more 
companies and organizations are 
hiring grounds supervisors with ad- 
vanced educations. 

For example, Sample said during 
her five years at Stout, five schools 
in the UW System have hired new 
grounds supervisors and there are 
now only two supervisors in the 
system who do not hold degrees. 

One look at Sample's responsibil- 
ities explains the need for such ex- 
pertise. She supervises a crew of 
approximately 15 employees, and 
the majority of her responsibilities 
includes overseeing the planting 
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and maintenance of the flowerbeds, 
shrubs, trees and turf. During the 
winter, she is busy supervising the 
snow removal operation, designing 
landscapes and ordering materials. 

Each area requires considerable 
attention. For example, areas of 
1 overused turf such as worn foot- 
paths between buildings need to be 
replanted every spring. The football 
field, practice fields and baseball 
field also need yearly replanting. 

Winter brings its own problems, 
and one of them is ice control. 
Sample said salt is not good for 
plant material or concrete, but the 
sidewalks must be salted to prevent 
injuries. 

Another winter problem is lack of 
space to put the snow. Sample said 
after a few snowfalls, the piles of 
snow around the parking lots have 
to be removed, but she has been 
forced to look for new dumping 
sites. 

However, such varied obstacles 
do not discourage Sample. "The job 
is so challenging because there are 
so many different facets," she said.

Of all these different facets, 
Sample said her favorites are work- 
ing with the annual and perennial 
flowers and with the woody orna- 
mentals such as trees and shrubs. 
She said watching the landscape 
plants grow to maturity is one 
aspect of the job that is especially 
enjoyable. 

"You see so much improvement 
from one year to the next as plants 
fill in and develop their true char- 
acter," she said. 

Sample said it's also rewarding to 
hear people compliment the work 
she and her crew do. "The people 
who work on the grounds, espe- 
cially the flowerbeds, say not a day 
goes by that someone doesn't com- 
ment on how pretty everything is," 
she said. 

Sample recently received a letter 
from a woman who attended sum- 
mer school, and in the letter the 
woman perhaps best summed up 
the result of Sample's work. She 
said, "It made it such a pleasure to 
be on campus !"□ 
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Wilmer Flory '35 made a significant 
contribution to beautification of the 
Stout campus through gifts of bulbs 
and flowers. Flory, a resident of 
Logansport, Ind., died May 5 at age 
90. 

A native of Indiana, Flory com- 
pleted his degree at Stout after at- 
tending a number of other univer- 
sities throughout the upper Mid- 
west. He came to Stout, primarily 
in the summers, in an effort to earn 
an industrial education degree. 

After receiving that degree, he 
returned to his home in Logansport 
to teach industrial education for his 
entire professional life. However, 
throughout that lifetime Flory nur- 
tured a love of flowers. His special 
interest was in daylilies, with an 
almost equal attraction to peonies, 
daffodils, hostas and iris. 

Flory worked with his father dur- 
ing the depression, raising and 
planting daylilies on a nursery on 
the home farm. Many of those day- 
lilies were eventually transplanted 
along various federal highways in 
northern Indiana as part of an early 
highway beautification project. 
Some of those daylilies still exist. 

Flory's interest in flowers led him 
to hybridization, a process of cross- 
breeding various species of a flower 
to obtain a new variety. Various 
chemicals are available to assist in 
this process. When a new variety is 
produced, if it is good enough, it 
can eventually be introduced to the 
public through formal professional 
societies. 

Flory was a founding member of 
the American Hemerocallis Society, 
a past president of the Indiana Daf- 
fodil Society and helped organize 
the Indiana Daylily Society. 
Through these organizations, he 
was able to introduce various 
hybrid plants which he had 
developed. Many of these flowers 
carry names of Flory family 
members, and continue to be sold 
through various catalog houses and 
bulb merchants. 

About four years ago, through 
conversations with the Stout Foun- 
dation office, Flory decided that he 
could best help his alma mater 
through gifts of various flowers and 



bulbs to beautify the campus. Thus 
began a relationship in which Flory 
sent thousands of bulbs and plants, 
all to be used around the Stout 
campus. Some of these bulbs retail 
through catalogs for more than $100 
each. Therefore, the gift amounted 
to thousands of dollars worth of 
bulbs and flowers for Stout. Over 
those four years, it took four trips 
to Logansport by various Stout per- 
sonnel to bring back these many 
thousands of plants. 

"This is how I can leave a legacy 
to the institution which helped me 
gain a fine education that helped 
me all my life," said Flory during a 
conversation with Dave Williams, 
executive director of the Stout Uni- 
versity Foundation. Flory credited 
Stout for helping him achieve an 
outstanding career in education and 
for enriching his life in many other 
ways. 

Unfortunately, Flory's health did 
not permit him to visit the campus 
he was helping to beautify after he 
began his donations. Through 
photographs, he was able to gain 
some idea of how important a role 
his floral gifts were playing in the 
project to make Stout an attractive 
place. Last spring, the university of- 
fically designated the area around 
the university's alumni house, 
Louis Smith Tainter House, as the 
Wilmer Flory Gardens. A formal 
dedication ceremony is planned for 
this spring, which Flory's daughter 
and other relatives will attend. All 
of the individual varieties hybrid- 
ized by Flory will be displayed in 
beds surrounding the house. 

Flory's generosity also extended 
to the city of Logansport, which 
named a park shelter after Flory 
and paid tribute to him after his 
death by flying flags in the city at 
half-staff for one week. In addition, 
a Wilmer Flory Scholarship Fund, 
established in his honor several 
years prior to his death, continued. 
The legacy Flory has provided the 
university will continue for years to 
come. His plants will multiply and 
be spread throughout the campus, 
making it a garden spot in the up- 
per Midwest. □

Stout graduates 
still rating jobs 

In what has been described as a 
"sluggish" period for employment, 
recent Stout graduates achieved a 
near record placement rate, accord- 
ing to the university's annual place- 
ment report. 

The report said that 95.8 percent 
of the 1985-86 graduating class had 
been placed, mostly in jobs related 
to their majors at the university. 

Robert Dahlke, director of Career 
Planning and Placement Services at 
Stout, said the report was compiled 
by a follow-up with all Stout grad- 
uates receiving a bachelor's degree 
during the reporting period. 
Dahlke's staff was able to reach 93 
percent of the class, a figure he 
described as "significantly high." 

This year's placement rate is the 
third highest in the recent history of 



the university, where graduates 
generally show a placement rate of 
90 percent or better. Only 1977-78 
with a 96.1 percent rate and 1978-79 
with a 95.9 percent rate topped the 
current figure. "The class did well 
in what is perceived as a flat mar- 
ket," Dahlke said. 

Of those reporting being em- 
ployed, 90 percent said they were 
working in fields directly in or 
related to their major courses of 
study. 

According to this year's report, 
97.2 percent of the education majors 
were placed. "For business and in- 
dustry programs, the overall place- 
ment rate was 95.5 percent," the 
report said. "Salaries for most pro- 
grams showed increases from pre- 
vious reports. "□
